Soviet Tie 


Tito Vows Amity 
With U.S. To Stay

BELGRADE, Aug. 2 — Yugo- 
slavia’s readiness to revive re- 
lations with the Soviet Commu- 
nist Party was made known to- 
day. Marshal Tito insisted, how- 
ever, that Yugoslavia would not 
return to her pre-1948 position in 
the Soviet-led cominform bloc. 

In an unusually full discussion 
of his views that lasted more 
than 2% hours the marshal hinted 
that he believed that the present 
Russian rulers had abandoned 
their ideas of world domination. 


The Yugoslav president said he 
believed there existed no danger 
of war threatening the West from 
the Soviet Union. He said the 
Russians seemed willing to per- 
mit countries like his own to re- 
main free of ‘blocs’ and he 
thought the West ought to have 
the same policy. 

CHANGED ATTITUDE 


Marshal Tito emphasized that 
the countries of eastern Europe 
were in a position to get out 
from under Soviet domination. 
He said the Russians had changed 
their attitude toward the satel- 
lites as a result of their experi- 
ence with his country. 

These views were expressed by 
Marshal Tito before 30 members 
‘of the Sherwood Eddy seminar 
who visited him at his Brioni 
Island residence on July 25. 

In recent years a group Oo 
American Protestant ministers 
and teachers under the auspices 
of Eddy has been making an Eu- 
ropean tour which included Yugo- 
slavia. Eddy was not present 
this year.

Marshal Tito said there had 
been some propaganda lately to 
the effect that Yugoslavia in- 
tended to change her policy to 
ward the United States and other 
western countries as she im- 
proved her relations with the So- 
ivet Union. 

The people of Yugoslavia will 
never forget the aid which they 
received from America and other 
countries,” the Yugoslav presi- 
dent declared. 

As in his speech in Karlovac 
last Wednesday, Marshal Tito 
emphasized that whether or not 
United States aid continued, 
Yugoslav policy toward the 
United States would not change. 

Discussing the visit of Marshal 
Nikolai A. Bulganin, Soviet pre- 
mier, and Nikita S. Khrushehev, 
first secretary of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party; here last. May, 
Marshal Tito declared: 

“It goes without saying there 
was no agreement concluded by 
which Yugoslavia would return to 
the position she had before 1948."

Soviet Is Out 
To Beat U.S. 
With Satellite 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Aug. 


2 (#—Soviet Russia intends to beat 
the United States in launching the’ 
earth’s first unmanned satellite. 


That was the word brought from' 
Moscow today by two leading Rus- 
sian scientists, here to attend the 
sixth International Astronautical | 
Congress. 

Prof. Leonid Sedov, a member 
of the Soviet Academy of Sciences, 
told reporters in a news confer- 
ence the Soviet Union aims to get 
its satellite whirling in space with- 
in 18 months. 

This would be about six months, 
according to best estimates, be- 
fore the scheduled launching of 
the American satellite in the 
geophysical year of 1957-1958. 

Sedov said the Russian satellite 
will be bigger than the American 
—which American scientists fore- 
cast will be about the size of a 
basketball—but its exact size and 
weight still have to be worked out. 
He said a great deal depends on 
how much and what kind of equip- 
ment the satellite will carry.

HONG KONG, Aug. 2 (?—Brit- 
the border tonight to welcome IT! 
American airmen, being freed by 
Red China, if they show up before 
their scheduled arrival Thursday. 
Peiping announced yesterday the 
airmen—crew of a B29 Superfor- 
tress shot down Jan. 12, 1953, on 
what U. S. officials called a rou- 
tine leaflet-dropping mission over 
North Korea — are expected to 
reach Hong Kong Thursday. 


But officials of this British crown 
colony believe the group, sen- 
tenced last November to prison 
terms ranging up to 10 years on 
a charge of spying, may arrive 
earlier. 

In any event Hong Kong is 12 
hours ahead of Eastern Standard 
Time and news of the men’s emer- 
gence from the Bamboo Curtain 
may reach the United States 
Wednesday, U. S. time. 

In Washington the U. S. Air 
Force announced the men will be 
flown direct to the West Coast 
after a stay of two or three days 
in the Philippines. 

Families of the airmen who de- 
sire to go will be flown to either 
Travis Air Base near San Fran- 
cisco or McChord Air Base near 
Seattle for a reunion with their 
menfolk. 

An Air Force officer indicated 
the group, headed by Col. John 


will be headed home from Hong 
Kong's Kai Tak Airport within two 
to four hours after crossing the 
border. Two CS4s, four-engine 
transports, are to make the flight. 

The: men will be taken first to 
the Fanling Jockey Club for medi- 
cal examinations and outfitting in 
new uniforms. Under present ar- 
rangements, only one photographer 
and one _ reporter, representing 
news media on a pool basis, will 
be permitted to see and talk with 
the men briefly.

Cravey Raps Loan Law Criticism, 
Invokes Censoring of Advertising 


Industrial Loan Commissioner 
Zack Cravey accused The Atlanta 
Constitution Tuesday of ‘‘critical 
and undue criticism” of his office 
relative to administration of Geor- 
gia’s new small-loan law. 


“Jist\why I have been made 
the/‘whipping boy’ of a law which 
has n_in effect less than 90 
' days I t comprehend,” Cra- 
vey declared in a prepared state- 
ment. 

Also on the small-loan front 
Tuesday, Cravey ordered Geor- 
gia’s loan companies to get his ap- 
proval on all their advertising be- 
fore it is used. 

He said he issued the order to 
put a stop to “misleading” adver- 
tising which has recently been 
called to his attention. — 

The directive applies to all li- 
censees under the Georgia Indus- 
trial Loan Act on or before Aug. 
5. It orders them to submit to Cra- 


vey’s office ‘“‘all advertisements,

cards, pamphlets, letters, slips, 
newspaper copy, and any other 
printed matter used in the busi- 
ness of making loans” before it is 
distributed in any manner. 

He said the directive also ap- 
plies to radio and television ad- 
vertising. 

In his statement criticizing three 
articles on the loan law published 
in The Constitution, Cravey 
said he “would like to invite the 
Atlanta press to go back into its 
files of 1953 and compare the 
rates being charged then, as ex- 
posed by Fulton County Sol. Paul 
Webb, to those charges under the 
new law.”’ 

Cravey said the Atlanta’ press 
pointed out editorially that 100 
new small loan offices have 
opened in Georgia since the law 
became operative. This informa- 


tion was obtained from records in 


his office, the loan commissioner 
said. 

“The Atlanta press, however, 
did not bring to the attention of 
its readers the fact that while 100 
new companies are on record that 
52 companies, operating in the 
state on the effective date of the 


The State Board of Education 
has ordered teachers who are 
members. of the NAACP to leave 
that organization by Sept. 15 or be 
forever barred from teaching in 
Georgia schools.

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Rains Fail | 
To Restore 
Streams 


By BERT SPENCER 


Almost daily summer thunder- 
showers have watered Georgia's 
crops well—too well for cotton— 
but total rainfall and stream 
flow Tuesday reflected two years 
of extreme drought conditions. 


Rainfall over the state during 
July has ranged above normal, 
but geologists report that the 
rains are merely allowing 
streams to “‘hold their own” at 
stages far below nortnal. 


SOME HAULING WATER 


Ponds and shallow wells are 
recovering slowly from the 1953- 
54 drought. Livestock raisers in 
some areas of the state are stil] 
forced to transport water for 
their stock. 


Above normal rains in July 
have brought a new problem to 
cotton growers, experts reported 
Tuesday in a call for coopera- 
tive action rising from the in- 
ability of farmers to combat 
cotton-destroying insects in the 
high, lush growth. 


Although average rainfall for 
the state is still below normal, 
there has been enough rain to 
grow abundant crops. 


COTTON CRITICAL 


The wet weather has provoked 
a ‘“‘critical’’ situation for cotton 
growers in Georgia, according to 
E. C. Westbrook, cotton specialist 
for the Agricultural Extension 
Service. 

Farmers have been unable to 
effectively poison their crops 
against boll weevils and other 
insects because of the wet condi- 
tions, he explained. The abun- 
dant rainfall during July has 
shot cotton up as high as eight 
feet in some south Georgia fields, 

aking it impossible to spray the 
Raits by tractor, he added. 


The only alternative, Westbrook 
said, was spraying by plane. He 
urged planters, ginners and other 
cotton-businessmen to cooperate 
with county agents in planning 
air spraying over large areas. 

Meanwhile, the Weather Bureau 
reported the average rainfall for 
the state at 21.84 inches through 
June, still below the 25.56 inches 
normal for the first half-year. Al- 
though incomplete reports for 
July indicate heavier-than-normal] 
fall, there was not enough of an 
increase to make up the deficit. 
In Atlanta, rainfall was 1.85 
inches above normal for July, 
with the day-after-day afternoon 
showers bringing 6.26 inches.

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Subject of Highways 
Is Big News This Week 


This could be called Highway Week 
in Georgia. 

The State Highway Department has 
announced the opening of nearly eight 
more miles of the four-lane highway be- 
tween Atlanta and Griffin, very nearly 
completing this important and heavily 
traveled stretch of road. 

And Gov. Marvin Griffin has called 
a meeting for Wednesday at which plans 
for many miles of paving will be dis- 
cussed. All of Georgia’s county commis- 
sioners have been invited, as well as mem- 

. bers of the Rural Roads Authority and the 
State Highway Board. 

The meeting, the governor said, is to 
promote understanding: concerning the 
policy of the new Rural Roads Authority: 
That group has the power to spend up to 
$100,000,000 on paving, and naturally 
each county wants all it can get. 

Up for explanation also will be the 
controversial matter of county contracts. 
Presently it appears that only those coun- 
ties which have the facilities to do a good 
job themselves will be given contracts to 
do their own work, and then only for grad- 
ing and dirt moving. Paving contracts will 
be let on competitive bids basis. 

This authority was a major plank in 
the campaign platform of Gov. Griffin. 
In effect the people have given a certified 
check for $100,000,000 to the authority to 
spend at its discretion. 

Naturally, every taxpayer will be in- 
terested in where this money is spent, 
how it is spent, and whether or not there 
has been value received. 

This week, one of Georgia’s major 
highway projects moved on toward com- 
pletion. And another important program, 
that of the $100,000,000 Rural Roads Au- 
thority, gets under way. 
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Mr. Dulles Rules Out

secretary. of State Dulles has set down 
what must be the necessary prerequisite 
to negotiations concerning a Far East set- 
tlement. Unless Red China renounces the

Mr. Dulles went a long way in his 
press conference yesterday to end the 
charges of “appeasement” that are already 
current, At the same time he rejected the 
peace-at-any-price mood that seems to 
have made dangerous headway in our 
thinking about Asia. 

The Geneva meetings have created a 
cliwfate in which negotiations with the 
Communists—both the Kremlin and Piep- 

ing—seem possible. But thus far no prob-

in Europe is that Germany will be re- 
united only as a neutral state and only 

| after NATO has been dismantled and the 

Americans are out of Europe. 

' ‘The current wave of friendliness has 
not altered the basic situation in Europe 
or in Asia. The Reds still are adamant in 
their stand on Formosa and their only

concession thus far has been to agree to 
talks about releasing American nationals 
held in China. 

Secretary Dulles yesterday, while re- 
jecting these Communist demands, made 
it perfectly plain that no quick solutions 
are expected. They are problems which he 
believes the world will have to live with 
for quite a long time. The important thing, 
he said, is to live with them without let- 
ting them lead to war. 

The secretary was more realistic in his 
apparent willingness to accept the Peiping 
regime as the government of the Chinese 
mainland. That, too, will make it easier 
to begin negotiations. 

The situation in the Far East is the 
No. 1 danger zone. If the Reds use force, 
as Secretary Dulles pointed out, there will 


be war. He is hopeful,’ though, that the 
conciliatory moves of recent weeks and 
the apparent willingness of both the 


United States and Red China for direct 
talks will produce an easing of tensions.

The Board of Aldermen 
Slaps a Good Citizen 


Scripto, Inc., owns property in which 
it has invested $185,000, but which a vote 


-of the Board of Aldermen arbitrarily has 


reduced in value, 

The land was bought by Scripto as a 
location for a new plant. At the time of the 
purchase it was zoned for the purpose for 
which Scripto bought it. It had been so 
zoned for a number of years. 


To make doubly sure, Scripto officials 
checked with the city before the deed was 
signed. All was well. Scripto put up its 
stockholders’ money in good faith. 

Owners of nearby residential prop- 
erty then ‘objected. That was their privi- 
lege. Almost any homeowner can under- 
stand their point. However, it is well to 
remember that this vacant tract in the 
neighborhood had been zoned for non- 
residential purposes long before Scripto 
announced its plans to build. 

No matter how, long the neighbors 
waited to object, the Board of Aldermen 
lent an attentive ear. By a vote of 13 to 2, 
they reclassified the: Scripto tract as resi- 
dential. This made it worthless’ for 
Scripto’s purposes. And who will pay 
$185,000 for a tract along a railroad on 
which only residences may be built? 


Scripto is a valuable citizen and acted 
in good faith in this matter. While the 
board’s action did not amount .to con- 
fiscation, it probably will cost Scripto a 
considerable sum. 

As for the board, it set a dangerous 
precedent which should make every po- 
tential purchaser—whether: industrial or 
residential—think twice before locating 
within its jurisdiction. 
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Is a Public Office 
Really a Public Trust? 


The resignation of Harold Talbott as 
secretary of the Air Force once more 
focuses attention on the age-old and 
knotty problem of ethics in government. 
It brings up the question of where to 
draw the line, of what constitutes cor- 
ruption in office and the whole maze of 
“influence” that seems to have become a 
permanent appendage of government. 

Lastly it brings up the entire ques- 
tion of public morality that tolerates a 
semicorrupt ‘public officialdom at all 
levels of government. 


What Mr. Talbott did was not illegal. 
It has its counterpart in recent disclosures 
about our own state government. It has 
led in other instances to incredible cor- 
ruption and abuses of public office for 
private gain that undermine the very es- 
sence of fair and responsible government. 

That “public office is a public trust” 
is an axiom of the American political sys- 
tem. That “trust” is an obligation that 
each individual concerned must decide 
for himself. If “trust” consists of license 
to use the “office” for personal gain, the 
individual has no right to claim either. 

The legislative economy committee in 
Georgia has been asked to investigate 
fully the web of “influence” peddling and 
Talbott-like incidents said to exist in 
state government. It should get the facts. 
If it does, the groundwork can be laid for 
a better ethical foundation for state 
government. 

What is right and what is wrong seems 
to have become confused in the minds of 
many, It’s time to re-establish some prin- 
ciples that have the backing: of public 
opinion to give them strength.

But he 
does think that office should be 
measured and photographed and 
the walls, the floor, the ceiling, 
etc. stored for possible restoration 
elsewhere. 

Already the plaque marking the 
building as the site of the Wilson 
office has been removed to be re- 
placed in the new building. The 
door is locked to the upstairs 
where the young Virginian in 1882 
“hung out his shingle at 48 Mari- 
etta Street, second floor, back.”’ 
(The Atlanta phone book in 1955 
has more than 1,000 listings under 
the heading: Attorneys.) 

The quotation is from Franklin 
Garrett's ‘Atlanta and Its En- 
virons.”’ Historian Garrett says 
Woodrow Wilson came to a city 
in which 143 lawyers already were 
practicing, one for every 270 peo- 
ple, including children. 

Wilson stayed in Atlanta a year. 
He left because he wasn’t making 
any money. He came back in 1911 
as governor of New Jersey, 

The year 1956 is the centennial 
of Woodrow Wilson's birth. A na- 
tional commission is working on 
plans for the proper observance. 
Frank Rowsey thinks a fine proj- 
ect for the commission would be 
a probing of the prospects for pre- 
serving the outline of the famous 
man’s Atlanta office with an eye 
toward the restoration with fur- 
nishings at the home of the At- 
lanta Historical Society,

Yesterday we were considering God’s answers 
One way in which our prayers 


to our prayers. 
are answered is by the cleansing 


of our hearts and motives so that our

Namely, President Eisenhower 
and a Democratic Congress.

You undoubtedly will recall ints 
issues as our Far East policy, 
the Bricker Amendment to shear 
the President's authority in foreign 
affairs, and the fight to get Charles 
Bohlen appointed as our ambas- 
sador to Russia. In addition, of 
course, there was McCarthy's as- 
sault on the State Department and 
the Defense Department. 

With relatively little fuss, the 
Democratic managers put through 
the Formosa resolution asked by 
the President, voted foreign aid

appropriations and fulfilled the 
White House reauest for a three- 


year extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Act along with wider au 
thority to lower tariffs in bargain- 
ing with other nations. As for the 
last, the President was able to 
get out of the 83rd Republican 
Congress only a stopgap one-year 
extension without the additional 
leeway in negotiating for tariff 
cuts. 

As for Geneva, it was a Demo- 
crat, the venerable Sen. Walter F, 
George of Georgia, Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee chairman, who 
promoted that venture which Re- 
publicans say — and Democrais 
generally agree — has more po- 
litical value than perhaps any oth- 
er act of the President since he 
has been in office. 


In general, Democratic strateczy 
was to cooperate with the Presi- 
dent on foreign policy and, on do- 
mestic issues, revise measures 
proposed by the President in the 
social welfare field — in which 
Democrats pioneered in the Roose- 
velt New Deal and Truman Fair 
Deal — to make them conform 
more nearly to Democratic philos- 
ophy. 

Democrats talk confidently of 
winning Congress in next year's 
election, regardiess of how they 
fare on the presidency. Republi- 
cans charged with directing the 
Senate and House campaigns are 
acutely aware of the danger te 
them.
